The Influence of Physical Environment on the History 
and Character of the Chinese People

HERE is probably no-secticon of 

the work) whose geographteal 

conditions have had amore potent 
influence over ats history and over the 
character of the peaple than that part of 
Asia which we speak of as China. 

China Hes about ten «deerees farther 
sovith than the tetritery of the Uniteel 
States: Its position has an imiportint im- 
Huence upon the oceupphon and charac 
teristics of the peaple, lecause it gives 
them a linger semson ati] is much more 
faverable 10 agriculture than would be a 
sitnation, with its accompanying climate, 
a’ far north as the United States. 

A glance at the map of China (see page 
N25). shows that the mountain s¥stems 
are different from those in the United 
States: Whereas in the United States 
the mountains mun generally trom north 
to south, in China they rim from €:st to 
west, 
rivers, beg obliged to follow the con- 
tour of the kind, re in central Asia, in 
the highlands of the Himalaya Moun- 
tains, and Aiyw east into some gulf of the 
Pacific Ocean, . 

Thesmost dmportant of these rivers are 
the Vellow to the north, the Yangtze in 
the center, and the West, which empties 
into the sea nt Canton: Fed as they are 
hy thelting snows, these rivers are subject, 
partinlarly in the cose of the Vangtee, 
to pertudical mundations which are quite 
simular te the mundations that we assoce

China has what is known os a tot 
scam climate. The prevailing winds, ox- 
eept during the monsoon, cane from the 
iri istrict of Central Asin known aos 
Mongolin and Turkestan, 


TWit CHAU NTHIES IN ONE 


When the monsoon is not blowing 
from the south the prevailing wind js o 
west or northwest wind, which naturally 
brings no moisture with it. ‘The climate, 
therefore, during the winter is extremely 
dry. ‘There is practically no rain, partice- 
larly in northern China, from the end 
of August until along in April The big 
rains begin aboot July, when the mon- 
soon Greaks, with the result that the pe- 
ried of the greatest heat i the period in 
which the rain 15 concentrated, 

This. coincilenwe of rain and hent 
makes possible very intensified agricul- 
ture, quite different from that which we 
hn im most other parts of the world, 

The fact that the rivers nm from west 
to east has intensified, because of the ab- 
sence Of Water comminicition between 
nerth and south, the natural differences 
based on varying conditions of climate. 
Durite the history of Ching we find, 
therefore, that there has generaily been a 
political division inte the north ate] ecieteli, 
Within the list 250 years, since the com- 
ing to the throne wf the Manchu dynasty, 
overthrown F5 yoars ago, these two divi- 
ations haye been united, but the history of 
China shows that that union of north and 
south has been the exception rather than 
the rele, 

The geographical and topographical 
situation of China has had two important 
results: first.a country which is probably 
more favorably situated than alniost anv 
other part of the world for the prodtc- 
tion of purely agricultural products ; and, 
second, a frequent political division inte a 
north and a south China, It is interesting 
to compare China fram this point of view 
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oft and the fork is cut, and you have the 
thing ready fur use. 7 do not think | 
ever saw ona Chinese farm o metallic, 
iron or steel pitchfork. | 

In the sume way the rakes which are 
teed in Chinn ate made of bamboo, split, 
twisted, and bent out laterally and then 
over so that the teeth will rake up wit 
is required (see page G55). 


FIELDS SUPPLY FUEL AND CLOTHING 


Metal is used in extremely sparing 
quantities: [was very much interested in 
locking at the construction of the vehicle 
which i in most common use in the 
north of China—that is, the Peking cart 
(pages 650, 708). The axle ts made of 
wood and there are four staples of steel 
driven in at the outer and moer ends. 
Instead of using a metallic box, as.we do, 
inside of the huh, there is # mere ring of 
steel at either enc of the hub, which then 
will revolve upon the staples placed am 
the wooden axle, 

This principle of reliance upon vege- 
table materials may be observed through- 
out Chinese life, The people generally, 
even Where there is coal, as in the meerth, 
make use of the waste of their fields for 
the purpose of fuel, In the winter or in 
the autumn, just before the cold weather 
ets in, the children may Ie seen armed 
with bamboo rakes, scraping anc raking 
the fields to vet together every wisp of 
straw or hay or of any vegetable material 
that will serve for fuel. 

Under those conditieans it may be im- 
agined that the northern Chinese cannot 
afford to keep their houses very warm, | 
was speaking once to a Chinese about 
this. He said: “Yes, you [fturopeans live 
in your hanses; We live m our clothes. 
When it gets cold we put on another suit, 
and if it gets colder we put on still an- 
(ither” (see pages O01 and 664): 

In the winter in China, one may count 
hy the high collars: that come up about 
tie neck the number of suits which are 
put on for the prurpese of keeping warm. 
A physician once told me that he wanted 
to examine a Chinese, and before he was 
able to get to his skin he had to take off 
14 suits of clothes! 

These garments, too, are made almost 
entirely of vegetable tmaterial—that 1s, of 
cotton, ‘The Chinese believe that human

fie 16 more valuable than any other:kind 
of life, and. generally the production of 
human Ife as so excessive that there is 
no tool ayulable with which to feed any 
animal: except the scavengers, such as 
The result ts there is no animal prod- 
uct ot of which clothes can be made. 
Clothes cannot be nade of wool becanse 
there are no sheep, as there ts no fodder 
to feed the sheep; shoes cannot be made 
of leather because there are not enough 


animal to supply this materi. 


Such being the facts, the demands upon 
the fiekis are tremendous; but Chinese 
civilization is so nicely adjusted to those 
conditions that almost everything that the 
Chinese uses, the products that he needs, 
are those. which are susceptible of in- 
dehmite reproduction by ordinary agricul- 
tural processes, of ate substances of 
which he has an tnexhanstible supply, 
like stone and ¢lay, | 


ALI INDUSTRY OONLY DEVELOPED EXCErT 
AGHICULTURE 


That fact bas had an extremely impor- 
tant effect on Chinese life. It eexplains a 
ereat deal that at first sight isa bit puz- . 
alin, 

In the first place, the carrying on of the 
agricultural processes, in which by far the 
erent majority of Chinese people are en- 
raped, does not call for auy high degree 
of social coGperation, The land, asa gen- 
eral thing, is held in «tall parcels. It is 
cultivated either by single individuals or 
by the members of one family, 

Industry other than agncuitural is so 
poorly developed that there is no call for 
a high degree of social cooperation, which 
is necessary in countries based on Western 
ideas, where great reliance 15 placed upon 
the metals and minerals, . 

Compare Chinese hie with our life, 
We are accustomed to speak of our time 
aa the age of iron and coal. To ex- 
ploit iron and coal successiully requires a 
his degree of social cooperation—such 
a concern, for example, as the United 
States Steel Corporation, with its thou- 
mands amd hundreds of thousands of stock- 
holders, That sort of thing the agricul- 
tural Chinese do not need.

The ethical system of Confucits, so far 
as it was atule for the practical conduct 
of hfe, was closely connected with the 
fanuly relations; particularly with what 
ate known as the obligations of filial 
piety, In a small volume called “The 
Doctrine of Filial Duty.” and knew by 
the Chinese name of The Hsiao Ching, it 
is atrited that Confticius was asked by one 
of lis disciples for the primary tule of 
moral conduct, [le said:

PATTERN ALISM HAS ALWAYS THWARTED 
THE VOUTH GF CHINA 


The voung man in China never has an 
oppuartinity and has net had an oppor- 
tunity in probably two or three thousand 
years: Dehas always been subject to his 
father’s authority or to his grandfather's 
authority, if his granilfather is. alive. 
Few men are in a position of authority 
aotil they sattain maturity, This fret 
may aecuunt, to a certain extemt, for the 
comervative character of Chinese civi- 
lisatticn. 

Another influence of Confucianism ap- 
pears in the solidarity of the family, quite 
ft _different organization from that in 
America, In the first place, the family 
cinta of all the descendants of a coms- 
mon malt ancestor, together with their 
wives, During the ife of the oldest male 
ancestor the family does not break wp, so 
that in many instances it wets to be a very 
large social group, Each member ferls a 
sense af loyalty tn it.

In such a city as Shanghai, with several 
publishing plants of the first grade, the 
printers say that Wf ts impossible to pro 
duce all the advertising material that 
foreign firms wish to cistrilmte. 

In the amore intoeate and dangerous 
game of international politics, the nations 
are equally awake to the importance of 
this method of propaganda. Naturally, 
in the land where even seraps of paper 
with printed or written characters mwpan 
them are objects of value. it ts well to 
control such printing in so far as is 
poset lite:

At the present time it is practically de- 
pendent upon two sources, One is that 
supplied by the Renter Agency, a British 
company which has had a virtual mio- 
nopoly since the elimination of the Ger- 
man service, This is the service used by 
the papers published in English, but it is 
too. expensive for use by the majority of 
the Chindse papers. They can take ad- 
Vantage of it only by translating articles 
seen in the foreign’ dailies: andl reprinting 
them atter their value as news has largely 
passed, 

From an American standpoint, the 
value of the Reuter service is very limited, 
as the London office from which it issues 
is more interested in the results of a race 
Tun at Epsom Downs of the make-up of 
Lady Somerset's week-end party than in 
political or economic developments in the 
L'nitel States, 

With Reuter’s closed because of the 
hugh cost, the Chinese editor has practi- 
cally only one other resource. He has to 
accept the news service offered try thie 
Jarianese. The rates are very low, arid in 
some cases it i piven free, when there ts 
a reason for doing so. Tn more than 300 
Of the 450 daily newspapers published in

The Students’ Movement of China has 
relied for its influence upon two forces— 
the power of the press and the power of 
the voice, Student orators have led the 
streets of the cities, telling the tale of the 
weakness anil corruption of the central 
Buvermment, and papers and pamphiets 
have heen ust to penetrate where the 
voice could not. 

More interesting is the so-called Ren- 
aivsance Movement, which centers in the 
National University of Peking, A hiun- 
dred years from now the histori may 
speak of this toovement a4 the most 
potent force in the making af New China. 

It is almost entirely a literary move- 
tment. Its Juirposes are not primarily 
politival, as are those of the Stadent 
Movement: but they are more likely to 
change fundamentally the political order. 

Essentially the Renitssance Movement 
isa revolt against authority. Old beliefs 
of all kinds are attacked—in the realm 
of religion, philosophy, social relations, 
and literatture. 

The outstanding figure is Dr. Hu Shih, 

a brilliant scholar, educated in America, 
whine fine ideals and untiring eter ies

Naturally, this innovation has been lit- 
terly resented) i some quarters, Hut a 
“History of Chinese Philosophy,” written 
by Dr. Ha Shih in this stmple tut digni- 
fied style, largely in carder to demwnatrate 
iis availaldlity for any sort of writimig, 
became China's beat seller. And there are 
now some 300 periodicals—hily, weekly, 
and monthly, with a few single numbers— 
being issued in the same style and finding 
an eager reading, The battle to establish 
Kuo-vi in place of the Wen Chany seems 
almost won. 7 ee 

The most influential periodicals in 
Chinn to-day are those isstied lw the Ren- 
dissance Noverment. They have adopted 
the use of the spoken language at a time 
when there i¢ a tremendous ptchence 
hungry for literatire im that. form. 

lt is not realized in the West that in 
China there is the largest national group 
speaking a single lanyuage-—Mandarim— 
to be fownd. It is not realszed that, even 


with oo percent of iiteracy, there is still 


a public af thirty millions alile to read 
in Mandarin, 

It is pot realized that there are more 
than 7,000,000 students in the schouls, 
all of them potential recruits to the cause 
championed by the Renaissance leaders. 
And the West knows very lite abont 
the efforts to increase even this large 
audience.

ILLITERACY

The national phonetic script was de- 
vised to prowide a set of symbols by which 
it might be possible to teach Chinese in 
all parts of China to pronounce Manedarm 
in the same way, Communications: are 
so difficult that pronunciations vary 
throughout the country, although funda-

mictitally the language is the same, except 
in. a tew sections along the coast, 

The serom) purpose of the promiiters 
af the national phonetic script was, by the 
mac of these symbols, to teach Muncdarin 
where other clialects are now spoken. 

The enthusiasm of the Chinese for the 
actipt ling largely confined it¢elf to these 
two purposes. [thos been the mmssonary, 
with here anil there an enlightened official, 
Who has seized upon it as a means of 
combating illiteracy (see page 693). 

Enthusiastic reports of foreigners as to 
the success of the national phonetic serpt 
need to le taken with a grain of salt. To 
the Westerner the conception of an alpha-

It is tnie that the phonetic is being 
pushed, especially by the missionaries. 
But there have been only a few thousands 


who have been, so far, taught to tise it. 


In seme future day it may come into Its 
own, bat the person who expects the na- 
tional phonetic scryit to swerp the coun 
try in this generation is going to be disap- 
pointed, Tf all other objections were 
remaved, the constantly repeated charge 
that it strongly resembles the system of 
the Jnpanese would he enough to hinder 
its progress at present. Nevertheless, it 
represents one of the attempts being made 
to secure an educated public opinion: 

As for the efforts of some missionaries 
to push the writing of Chince: in Roman 
letters, it 1s enough to say that, except 
in certain small communities, the enter- 
prise has made little headway.

The howse, much like many of tts 
neighbors; consisted of two mam rooms 
and a left. In an adjoining shed the 
eldest son cared! on his tricde as a potter. 

Among the Crechoslovnk peasants. the 
kitchen is the real living room and center 
of family life, In the home of mtv hosts 
it contamed, m addition to a large stove, 
two leds, a cupboard, and several benches 
and chairs. The walls were plastered, the 
celling beamerl, and the floor covered with 
sand. (reese, chickens, dicks, lige, cats, 
anit! flies all fac ns free access to the 
interior as did the family, and all made 
frequent use of their privilege. 

We did not tarry long in the kitchen, 
for, despite its importance to the family, 
my Czech friends had no intention of en 
tertaining their first American visitor in 
this room. 1 was ushered into the other 
half of the howse, a combinatian parlor, 
‘lining-room, and bedroom, reserved m 
the first two neces for rare and special oc- 
casions, Tat constantly necessary 1 the 
third because of the size of the family, 

Two enormous feather beds were mm 
opposite corners. An elaborate stove, 
near one wall, was for ornament as well 
as tise, its tiles of old rose, moss green, 
and white being ao arranger! in attractive 
designs, A whatnot in anether corner, a 
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small table, several chairs, a couple of 
benches, and a coarse rug completed the 
furnishings. 

(in the walls were several pictures of 
aeones from the Bible, a small Czechio- 
slovak flag, an American fing of about the
